- The following byelawg made by thc Cantonment Board , Ambala , in exercise 
of the powers conferred by clause ( 19 ) of scction 282 and section 289 of the Cantonments 
Act, 1924 ( 2 of 1924) , for regulating the use of hand carts for lawking ariicles for sale in 
any street or other place in the Cantonment of Ambala are hereby published for general 
intoination , the same having been previously published , and having been approved and 
ConGrmed by the Central Government, as required by sub -section (1 ) of section 284 of the 
said Act, namely : 
1. In these byelaw8, — 

(a ) Act means the Cantonments Act, 1924 , 
(b ) " and -cart" includes any three-whecled , two-wheeled or four-wheeled hand cart 

used for hawing articles for sale . 


(c) " penalt" means a permit granted under byelaw 2 . 
2 . No person shall wise a hand cart in any place or street within the limits of Ambala 
Cantonment except under a permait granted in this behalf by the Executive Officer , Ambala , 
guch permit being in addition to any licenge required for carrying on of any of the occupations 
cferred to in scction 210 of the Act, 


9. No permit shall be granted in respect of any hand cart whore dimensions are more 
than 5 feet X 5 feet. 
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4 . A fec of Rs. 8 / - per month shall be charged for every permit issued under these 
byclaws, provided that if the fee is paid annally in adyace , álce of Rs. 24 / - per annum 
shall be charged . 

5 . No pounil holder shall paik liis land ( art loi muc than lulleen minutes at one and 
the same place . 

6 . No permit liolder shall usc his hand cart so as to cause olustiuction to trallic in any 
manner whatsoever .
